in Southeast Mis­ 
souri has hoard of the Mary 
Jane 
Poach Orchard of the Becker Bros., 
lying in Scott County near Blodgett. 
It contains 100 acres of sandy loam 
soil and has proven to be wonderful­ 
ly productive. This orchard was put 
out by J. H. Galeemr a few year- 
ago and sold to Dan arrd I>o Becker 
about one year agv>. 
Last yeat was 
the first bearing year for the orchard, 
but being new* trees 
no count wa 
kept of the quantity produced, but it 
was noted that the quality could not 
be improved. 
This orchard Has been 
given attention by the horticulturists 
from the 
Agricultural 
Department 
at Washington, I). (\, ami Columbia, 
Mo., 
with 
the result that a large 
yield of select peaches were market­ 
ed this season and the late or cling 
stone variety 
yet 
to 
be gathered. 
Nineteen car loads of Elbertas were 
hipped to the eastern markets l»e- 
sides large quantities that were sold 
at the farm and shipped by express 
to St. Louis 
and nearby 
points 
in 
bushel lots and each car contained 
100 bushel baskets. 
The orchard did not produce such 
quantifies as have been printed about 
but did produce sufficiently to prove 
that no other enterprise in South­ 
east Missouri has ever 
brought 
m 
such returns for the amount invest­ 
ed. 
This farm of 100 acres, with the 
orchard already 
set. c o s t the Beck­ 
ers’ about $10,000, 
or 
about 
half 
what it was really worth, they 
at 
once secured expert advice and with 
the assistance of J. H. Galcener, a 
practical nursery 
man, they pruned 
and sprayed the trees, kept weed 
and grass down, with I lie results of 
paying for this orchard with the first 
year’s crop besides a handsome pro­ 
fit. 
One mction of 10 acres of thi> or­ 
chard was six years old this season, 
had 160 Albe rta trees to the acre and 
each tree* or this 10 ae»v*s av>erairr*4 6 
bushels of choice 
peaches.

When the cling stone varieties are 
marketed from the Becker orchard, 
the gross receipts will be much larg 
er.

Louis vicinity are looking to this sec 
tkm for small farms to grow* fruit, 
berries and vegetables and should be 
given encouragement as the 
market 
is never overloaded with this sort of 
produce.

For there can be no doubt th a t if 
Congress is given the power to over­

vored by some because they regard 
him as the “champion of the common 
people”, by others because they be­ 
lieve him to Is* a particular friend of 
labor, by others because he is avow­ 
edly “wet” , by others because 
he 
opp<«ed the war, and so on. 
Without 
studying his program, 
and without 
realizing that the trend of his move­ 
ment is inevitably toward the break­ 
ing down of the American system of 
government, and the overthrow 
of 
the 
fundamental 
principle 
upon 
which our national 
life is founded, 
they would support him for one rea­ 
son or another that has no liearing 
on his pur|M*Hes. 
We may like u man for this

that, but when he becomes u candi­ 
date for the highest office in th«> land 
we should carefully consider what he 
proposes to do in that office and the 
probable consequences. 
Chief among 
the 
revolutionary

destructive 
things that he proposes 
is to

away from 
the Supreme Court the 
power to declare with finality 
that 
an act of Congress is unconstitution- 
* As he puts it in his platform, he 
advocates “abolition of the tyranny 
and usurpation of the courts, includ­ 
ing the practice of nullifying legisla­ 
tion in conflict with the political, so­ 
cial 
or 
economic 
theories of 
the 
judges”. 
Hut what d-**s he mean by 
that? 
Specifically, he proposes tha* 
no inferior federal court be perm it­ 
ted to set aside an act of Congress 
on the ground that it is unconstitu­ 
tional, and if the Supreme Court as- 
umes to dec 1 art* 
a law unconstitu­ 
tional Congress may 
wholly nullify 
itst verdict by passing the act over 
again. 
Now, what would be the effect of 
such a measure?

legislation affecting the states, and, 
worst of all, would nullify the con­ 
stitutional prohibitions against legis 
lation by Congress affecting the in­ 
herent rights of individuals citizens. 
For there can be no doubt that if 
Congress is given the power to over­ 
rule the Supreme Court and to maki 
a measure which that body has de­ 
clared to be unconstitutional a law 
of the land, in spite of that decision, 
no limitation can henceforth be plac­ 
ed upon legislation which the group 
of men who at any given time hop-

would cease to have an authority, for
